Chinatown  Playground  Gets  Go-Ahead; 

Groundbreaking  Next  Month 


Pagoda  Park— Chinatown's 
proposed  playground  facil¬ 
ity  —  has  gotten  the  go- 
ahead  and  prospects  look 
good  for  groundbreaking  in 
June. 

At  a  meeting  May  2,  the 
Chinatown  Pagoda  Park  Com¬ 
mittee,  Which  have  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  YMCA  and 
Chinese-American  Civic  As¬ 
sociation  (CACA),  approved 
blueprint  plans  from  the 
Public  Facilities  Depart¬ 
ment  as  presented  by  its 
director,  Robert  Vey,  and 
Larry  Quailley,  assistant 
to  Mayor  White. 

A  funding  hurdle  was 
passed  last  month  when  the 
City  Council  voted  to  re¬ 
store  the  Mayor's  operating 
budget,  reversing  an  ear¬ 


lier  action. 

The  last  major  hurdle 
was  the  approval  by  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Au¬ 
thorities  which  signed  the 
necessary  permit  author¬ 
izing  City  and  Chinatown's 
usage  of  the  land.  Bids 
for  construction  of  the  fa¬ 
cility  are  expected  to  be 
sent  out  by  late  May. 

"The  Mayor  and  the  City 
placed  a  high  committment 
on  meeting  Chinatown's 
needs,"  noted  Caroline 
Chang,  Little  City  Hall 
manager  and  a  member  of  the 
Pagoda  Park  Committee. 

Groundbreaking  is  set 
for  sometime  in  June,  she 
said,  but  a  final  date  has 
not  yet  been  set. 

•  In  addition  to  meeting 


all  the  requests  asked  for, 
the  park  will  have  bleach¬ 
ers,  two  sets  of  basketball 
backstops,  concrete  curbing 
so  that  the  area  can  be 
flooded  for  ice  skating 
during  the  winter,  and  the 
playing  field  will  be  seed¬ 
ed  for  grass.  The  commit¬ 
tee  objected  to  initial 
plans  for  sodding  or  using 
synthetic  turf,  both  con¬ 
sidered  inferior  for  long¬ 
term  usage. 

In  addition,  the  park 
will  have  trees  planted  to 
shield  park  users  from  the 
nearby  highway  traffic  and 
for  aesthetic  purposes. 

"It  was  a  surprise  to 
the  committee,"  said  Mrs. 
Chang,  noting  that  the 
trees  had  not  been  expected. 

Construction  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  facility  is  expected  to 
take  two  to  three  months 
and  ready  for  usage  some¬ 
time  in  the  early  fall. 

All  but  the  football 
playing  field,  said  Mrs. 
Chang,  will  be  ready— no¬ 
ting  that  the  newly-seeded 
grass  will  need  time  to 
take  root  properly  and  ask¬ 
ed  the  cooperation  of  the 
community  not  to  use  the 
area .

EDITOR'S  NOTE:  This  is  the 
final  article  in  a  three- 
part  series  on  Tai-Tung 
Village. 

This  segment  deals  with 
tenant  selection,  rental 
costs  and  rent  supplement 
programs. 

* 

A  system  of  priorities 
for  selecting  tenants  to 
occupy  Tai-Tung  Village  had 
to  be  developed. 

The  management  team  of 
Lorin  E.  Smith  Co.  worked 
closely  with  the  Urban  Re¬ 
newal  Committee  of  the  Chi¬ 
nese  Consolidated  Benevo¬ 
lent  Association  (CCBA), 
the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authorities  (BRA)  Reloca¬ 
tion  Conrnittee,  and  various 
social  agencies  to  devise  a 
tenant  selection  system 
consistent  with  guidelines 
established  by  the  Federal 
Housing  and  Urban  Develop¬ 
ment  department. 

First  priority  for  occu¬ 
pation  of  Tai-Tung  Village 
was  given  to  Chinese  dis¬ 
placed  from  the  South  Cove 
area  and  temporarily  had  to 
relocate. 

Second  priority  was  giv¬ 
en  to  families  displaced  or 
will  be  displaced  by  urban 
renewal  or  occupying  BRA 
acquired  buildings  slated 
for  demolition. 

Thirdly,  families  living 
in  buildings  which  are  sub¬ 
standard  or  overcrowded 
were  considered,. 

Fourth  in  priority  were 
the  elderly  people. 


RENTAL  COSTS 

All  apartments  at  Tai- 
Tung  Village  are  committed 
to  families  qualifying  for 
either  a  basic  rent  or  rent 
supplement. 

Basic  rent  is  substan¬ 
tially  below  the  "market 
rent."  Note  the  chart  be¬ 
low:

RENT  SUPPLEMENT  PROGRAM 

The  rent  supplement  pro¬ 
gram  is  an  additional  subsi¬ 
dy  from  the  Federal  Housing 
Authority  which  directly 
benefits  the  qualifying 
tenants.  Under  this  pro¬ 
gram,  the  tenant  only  pays 
a  quarter  of  his  adjusted 
income  for  rent. 

If  a  qualified  tenant  is 
also  a  Social  Security  re- 
c  i  p  i  e  n  t,  the  standard 
monthly  rent  is  $50  per 
month.  For  the  qualified 
welfare  recipient,  a  stan¬ 


dard  monthly  rent  is. $70. 
The  balance  of  the  rent  is 
paid^tiy  the  Federal  govern¬ 
ment  . 

'  Eligibility  for  the  rent 
supplement  program  is  de¬ 
termined  by  the  size  of  the 
family  and  a  set  maximum 
annual  income.  That  is, 
a  single  person  must  make 
less  than  $5,000,  and  the 
eight-member  family  must 
have  a  maximum  income  of 
$7,100.  Note  the  chart  be¬ 
low  which  lists  the  maximum 
qualifying  annual  incornes-- 
for  rent  supplement:

The  maximum  annual  in¬ 
come  is  not  necessarily  the 
gross  income  of  the  family. 
A  family's  income  is  ad¬ 
justed  by  deducting  $300 
per  year  per  child,  as  well 
as  any  other  unusual  ex¬ 
penses,  such  as  medical 
fees,  babysitting,  etc. 

In  addition  to  qualify¬ 
ing  because  of  income,  the 
prospective  tenant  must  al¬ 
so  meet  one  of  the  condi¬ 
tions  listed  below: 

1)  elderly  (over  62  with 
less  than  $5,000  assets) 

2)  displaced  by  government 
action;  3)  victim  of  a  nat¬ 
ural  disaster;  4)  disabled 
permanently;  5)  occupy  a 
substandard  dwelling  unit; 
or  6)  be  on  active  mili¬ 
tary  duty. 

Those  meeting  one  of  the 
last  five  conditions  must 
not  have  assets  exceeding 
$2,000.

Miss  Li 
hopes  that  the  new  emphasis 
on  Chinatown  as  a  separate 
neighborhood,  community  re¬ 
sidents  will  become  more 
actively  involved. 

All  programs  will  occur 
in  Chinatown.  Some  of  the 
programs  will  be  arranged 
in  conjunction  with  local 
agencies  in  order  to  spon¬ 
sor  joint  projects  such  as

Last  month,  Paul  Chan 
resigned  as  property  mana¬ 
ger  for  personal  reasons 
and  over  some  disagreement 
regarding  liaison  opera¬ 
tions  with  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Asso¬ 
ciation  (CCBA),  co-owner 
of  Tai-Tung.

Some  78  apartments  of 
the  214  units  in  Tai-Tung 
have  been  rented  (leases 
formally  signed),  according 
to  Flynn,  with  another  40 
more  units  to  be  leased 
within  the  last  few  weeks 
of  May. 

At  a  special  meeting  of 
the  CCBA  on  April  17,  the 
membership  voted  to  accept 
Chan's  resignation.

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Chinese  Youth  Reap  Awards  in  Science  Fair 


Of  the  200  science  pro¬ 
jects  competing  in  the  re¬ 
cent  Boston  School  Science 
Fair,  over  10  percent  were 
submitted  by  Chinese  youths 
from  the  city's  junior  and 
senior  high  schools. 

By  contrast,  school  au¬ 
thorities  indicated  that 
Chinese  students  make  up 
less  than  2  percent  of  the 
city's  total  student  popu¬ 
lation. 

Of  the  fifty  awards  gi¬ 
ven  out  at  the  city-wide 
science  fair,  eleven  awards 


including  many  of  the  top 
prizes  and  honors  went  to 
Chinese  youths. 

Chinese  students  who  re¬ 
ceived  prizes  and  honorable 
mentions  were  William  Chan, 
Barry  Chin,  Gregory  Chin 
Agnes  Lau;  Alice  Lee,  Dek 
Lee,  Lavina  Mui,  Christine 
Wong,  Nancy  Wong,  Maisy 
Wong  and  Maria  Wong. 

The  diverse  interests  of 
the  Chinese  youths  are  in¬ 
dicated  by  their  projects 
which  ranged  from  a  study 
of  the  brain  to  water  pol¬ 


lution. 

All  the  participants  of 
the  city-wide  science  fair 
had  previously  taken  top 
awards  at  contests  held  at 
their  own  schools.  At  the 
school  level,  a  total  of 
nearly  10,000  projects  were 
in  competition. 

William  Chan,  Gregory 
Chin,  Alice  Lee  and  Lavina 
Mui,  winners  in  the  city 
science  fair,  went  on  to 
compete  in  the  State-wide 
Science  Fair  held  at  MIT.

Presently  in  its  27th 
year,  the  Maryknoll  Sisters 
Center  is  still  an  on-going 
force  within  the  community 
now  under  the  direction  of 
Sisters  Henrietts  Marie, 
Anne  Theresa,  and  Ruth 
Marie.  Both  Sister  Henri¬ 
etta  and  Sister  Ruth  are 
bilingual . 

The  Center  revolves 
around  the  Christian  idea 
of  human  development  -- 
"helping  people  to  help 
themselves."  This  basic 
philosophy  is  applied  par¬ 
ticularly  toward  helping 
the  new  immigrants  who  come 
into  Chinatown  facing  a  new 
and  challenging  culture. 

This  program  to  "help 
people  help  themselves"  be¬ 
gins  with  a  core  of  daily 
English  classes  conducted 


The  Chinese  community  is 
being  surveyed  to  determine 
just  how  necessary  it  is  to 
have  a  Chinese  -  speaking 
person  at  the  "911"  emer¬ 
gency  police  number. 

Chinese  -  English  forms 
have  been  drawn  up  so  that 
Chinese  residents  who  have 
been  victimized  and  those 
who  want  to  express  a  need 
for  help  can  do  so.  The 
distribution  and  explana¬ 
tion  of  these  forms  will  be 
handled  by  Mrs.  Caroline 
Chang  of  Little  City  Hall. 

Efforts  are  being  made 
to  establish  such  bilingual 
help  because  several  inci¬ 
dents  have  been  reported  in 
which  Chinese  persons  have 
become  victims  of  criminal 


at  the  Center.  The  tutorial 
program  matches  the  need  of 
the  students  with  available 
teachers. 

At  various  times  during 
the  year,  the  Center  also 
offers  classes  in  typing, 
citizenship, and  bartending. 
Their  entire  program  focus¬ 
es  on  educational  self- 
helps  which  prepare  those 
with  a  limited  background 
in  English  to  better  cope 
with  their  environment. 

The  Sisters  are  instru¬ 
mental  in  providing  trans¬ 
lation  assistance  and  act¬ 
ing  as  go-betweens  when 
necessary.  Whenever  prob¬ 
lems  arise,  the  Sisters  try 
to  deal  with  the  problem 
directly  and  if  they  can't, 
they  try  to  find  someone 
who  can  solve  the  problem. 

Not  only  does  the  Center 


activities.  These  non- Eng¬ 
lish  speakers  did  not  know 
where  to  go  or  whom  to  con¬ 
tact  concerning  this  prob¬ 
lem. 

According  to  Mrs.  Chang, 
there  are  now  available  at 
police  stations  #1  and  #4 
translators  for  non-English 
speakers  to  assist  in  emer¬ 
gency  phone  calls. 

John  Downey,  ESL  coordi¬ 
nator  of  the  Maryknoll  Sis¬ 
ters  Center,  met  with  Gary 
Hayes,  aide  to  Police  Com¬ 
missioner  Robert  DIGrazia, 
in  late  February  to  initi¬ 
ate  this  effort  to  place  a 
bilingual  person  at  the 
"911"  number. 


promote  unity  among  the 
various  Chinatown  groups, 
but  it  also  fosters  a  co¬ 
hesive  atmosphere  beyond 
the  immediate  Chinese  com¬ 
munity.  For  example,  at 
Christmas  time  various  Bos¬ 
ton  groups  donate  childrens 
gifts  to  the  Center  to  be 
redistributed  to  local  com¬ 
munity  organizations. 

The  Center  has  been  sup¬ 
ported  for  the  last  27 
years  by  the  Maryknoll  Sis¬ 
ters  League,  a  group  of 
dedicated  Catholic  laywomen 

The  Maryknoll  Sisters 
Center  is  an  integral  part 
of  the  community.
